City staff responds to auditor’s management letter

David Cain, financial services director of 
Sierra M‘>Jte, and Sean Joyce, city administrator, 
faced the city’s financial problems found in the 
1992-93 auditors’ report, and listed ways they 
plan to correct these problems at a recent City 
Council meeting. 

Some of these problems had been noted two 
years ago by Steve Britiles, an independent cit¬ 
izen, in a pre.sentation to the council. 

Although Cain was not employed by the city 
during the year in question, he has implemented 
the auditors' suggested "opportunities for im¬ 
provement" and outlined plans to the City Coun¬ 
cil. Auditors are Edwards, Eichel and Beranek. 

A loan for $468,000 from the Community 
Redevelopment Agency (CRA) to the city must 
be paid back by June 30, 1994. Where will the 
money come from? At an adjourned City Council 


meeting May 3, an alternative plan to pay back 
$1.3 million used from the water fund to repair 
the city’s water mains was outlined. That appears 
in a separate story on this page. 

The city had been using restricted funds to 
cover that deficit of $468,000. 

Auditors suggested that interfund transfers 
need to be reconciled and balanced "on a regular 
obasis" and iitated in the management report that 
it was imperative to reconcile bank accounts on 
' a monthly basis. 

They also stated that an accountant is needed 
to assist Cain and suggested a financial staff of 
three, full-time employees, two part-time employ¬ 
ees, and a full-time finance director (Cain). Ac¬ 
cording to Cain, the cost of adding an accountant 
with education, training and municipal experience 
at $39,228 per year would save the city $10,108 


per year over current expenditures. 

Auditors also stated that the Financing 
Authority (City Council) should have its own 
bank account. They stated that annual purchase 
orders must be prepared and approved each fiscal 
yedr and none may be carried over into the fol¬ 
lowing year. Cain said that the termination date 
on all purchase orders is June 30, 1994. 

To follow on the hills of this decree is the 
fact that any requests for purchases are now de¬ 
nied if they exceed the approved appropriation. 
This information is regularly submitted to the 
council for review. 

City Administrator Sean Joyce is meeting 
with each department head to track his/her budget 
management over the months.

There has been much discussion about 
whether the majority of the City Council 
are right in wanting to lower the number 
of Planning Commission members to five 
from the present seven.

The Planning Commission carries lots 
of weight—almost as much as the City 
Council. 

We should remember that if the num¬ 
ber of Planning Commission members is 
lowered to five, with the quorum at three 
for each bodies it would take six people to 
run this town—three City Councilmembers 
and three Planning Commissioners. 

Not wise. Two more commissioners 
would make a vast difference—and a nec¬ 
essary diversity here. 


crew works from monuments located at the 
intersections of major sections. They use the 
traditional transit in their work as they locate 
and mark each specimen. 

Working methodically from section to 
section, the crew first selects a plant. If it is 
not labeled, they check with staff to determine 
the correct botanical name and acquisition 
date for the plant in question and replacement 
labels are made. At that time the crew can 
also identify plants which need care or to be 
replaced. 

Ultimately, the collected data will be 
entered into the computer map of the grounds. 
In this way, staff and researchers can quickly 
locate any one plant on the 127-acre site—or 
any one of several species in a variety of 
locations. 

This mapping project like many others 
quietly going on at the Arboretum remind us 
that this botanic garden serves the public in 
many ways. Not only is it a place to visit and 
enjoy for its beauty, but is also a scientific 
and research institution.

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City Council hears presentation 
about revenue bond to make 
up water fund deficits 


Sierra Madreans could be facing a sewer rate 
increase of $566.80 with a $l,3o3,000 loan to 
the water hind, or 57 percent increase with a 
$1,803,000 loan, based on 30 years. 

They could also be facing a water rate in¬ 
crease of $5 to $7.85, with the $1,303,000 loan 
or 58.5 percent increase on a $1,803,000 loan. 

The former amounts would pay off the $1.3 
million cash deficit in the water fund, and sec¬ 
ond, would also pay off the loan of $468,000 
from the CRA to the water fund which is due by 
June 30. 

This would be possible with revenue bonds, 
suggests Ken Caresio, senior vice president of 
Chilton and O’Connor, Inc., investment bankers 
IcKated in downtown Los Angeles. 

Cost of the issuance of these bonds would be 
$127,250 which includes $25,000 for bond coun¬ 
sel; $10,000 for disclosure counsel; $15,000 for 
appraisal of the sewer facilities; $5000 for trustee 
services and $3500 for trustee’s counsel. Also 
included would be $10,000 for preliminary and 
official statement printing; $5000 for bond print¬ 
ing; $300 to the California Debt Advisory Com¬ 
mission, $140 to the Cusip Service Bureau, 
$1000 for official statement data and $10,060 for 
any possible contingencies. 

David Cain, financial services director, ex¬ 
plained that there are three options for funding 
the $1.3 million cash deficit with one of them the 
selling of revenue bonds. The other two include 
increasing water rates immediately or adding a 
special new fee to water bills to cover the deficit, 
needed to be paid back by June 30. 

Cain explained that $900,000 was spent dur¬ 
ing 1991-1993 in capital projects by the water 
department when there was no cash available to 
finance such an undertaking. Also, there has been 
a negative cash flow during three of the last four 
years. That covers the other $600,000. This is at¬ 
tributable, he explained, because water rates have 
not been adjusted to cover the debt service and 


the drought in the 1990s caused a decrease in 
water consumption. The cost of providing water 
to Sierra Madre has also increased with water 
quality mandates, energy costs and maintenance. 

There has been a failure to review and adjust 
water rates over the years. The combination of 
these items has resulted in a cash deficit in the 
water department of $1,265,566. That deficit was 
funded by two sources: a General Fund/sewer 
fund cash outlay of $797,566 and restricted funds 
of $468,000. Cain stressed that the use of re- 
, stricted funds is illegal. 

Cain said that all cash must be replaced since 
it has an adverse effect on the overall cash flow 
of the city and its day-to-day operations. 

Water rates have been adju.sted between 61 
cents and 79 cents per unit. Last June the rates 
were actually decreased frorti 79 cents to 74 cents 
per unit based on a Sierra Madre municipal code 
that was originally passed in 1976, based on en¬ 
ergy rates. 

The two components relating to the expenses 
of operating the water enterprise were never fully 
addressed over the years, Cain pointed out, and 
said that the average cost of depreciation in the 
water enterprise is about $195,000 per year. The 
annual debt service for principle and interest was 
approximately $285,000 per year. 

Cain explained that neither the option of rais¬ 
ing water rates immediately or adding a special 
fee to cover the deficit could be accomplished by 
June 30. "That leaves us with the opportunity to 
sell revenue bonds prior to June 30 to cover the 
deficit." 

The City Council asked staff to explore al¬ 
ternatives which would include a shorter term 
payment schedule for bonds to reduce the interest 
payment. They asked. "How can we meet the 
same role and reduce the debt service? How can 
we repay the loan while reducing the interest 
■•payments for taxpayers?" 

Staff will continue looking into alternatives.

Cuuncilman Gary Adams a.sked that an ar- 


By March of 1995, construction on Granite 
Grove Avenue should have begun with 120 work¬ 
ing days facing the residents on that shady, 
"country lane" thoroughfare. 

At the Sierra Madre City Council meeting 
Tuesday evening, everyone agreed that it was 
time to bury hatchets and begin work on the 
County-designed project. 

Both the Arcadia and Sierra Madre City 
Councils have approved the plans which was nec¬ 
essary since Arcadia owns the south side of the 
street and Sierra Madre owns the north side. 

The Southern California Edison pole reloca¬ 
tion project should start this month with the 
ending in September. Beginning then, the relief 
sewer should be completed by the Los Angeles 
County Sanitation District. In December, the 
street construction project will be advertised, and 
the awarding of the bid is scheduled for Febru¬ 
ary, 1995, leaving the beginning of construction 
to (Kcur in March next year. 

Generally, the more verbal residents seem 
glad to get the construction, that will cost Sierra 
Madre $1,060,000, started. Arcadia will pay a- 
bout the same for their side of Orange Grove. 

At the meeting Tuesday evening. Council¬ 
man Lee Cline asked why Arcadia had "upped" 
the speed of their side to 35 mph and Kev 
Tcharkhoutian, Sierra Madre director of public 
works, explained that they did it by city ordin¬ 
ance.

Keep the cutting of the high spots at 
a minimum, north-south and east-west. Retain the 
services of the same certified arborist as Arcadia 
and replace the existing curbing that has been 
destroyed." 

Before the final authorization by Tcharkhou¬ 
tian, everyone will have an opportunity to review 
the final plans.

upgrade the current phone system which has been 
insufficient. Four lines will be used for incoming 
calls. Further research calls for a different phone 
system as time and funds permit. 

A software vendor will resolve the problem 
with the out-of-balance general fund and water 
fund ledger. This will be completed by the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1993. 

The CRA (City Council) approved the oper¬ 
ating transfer of $190,788 to write off the deficit 
fund balance of the Internal Service Fund. A pay¬ 
ment plan is being developed and will be present¬ 
ed to the City Council prior to implementation. 
This plan allows the General Fund to pay off the 
Internal Service Fund Deficit and will not have 
any effect on the cash of either fund since both 
funds have their cash in the pooled account. 

City Attorney Charles Martin has prepared 
CRA Resolution No. 208 and City Resolution 
984-23 to complete an arrangement to legally 
fund the pooled bank account working capital 
deficit for the fiscal year ending June 1993.

San Gabriel Transit challenges 
report brought to council by Ad 
Hoc Transportation Task Force 


Following the concise report by Enid Joffe, 
chait of the Ad Hop Transportation Task Force at 
Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting, princip¬ 
als of San Gabriel Transit Company, who have 
been providing the Dial-A-Ride transportation in 
Sierra Madre, challenged the city for illegalities 
concerning use of Proposition A funds. They 
charge that those funds cannot be used for a "sole 
source" without at least three bids. Ann Mooney 
made the presentation. 

Mooney immediately offered two options 
from the company. One was to provide for a 
minivan at $59,with a taxi at $29,376 per 
year. "Currently you are paying $94,(X)0. That 
would be a savings of $5400 annually," she said. 
The second option would include their purchasing 
recreation vans, adding a taxi and a van for a 
total of $106,000. "We can save you $3400," 
Mooney said. 

The present city program outlined by the 
task force is admittedly "a very generous pro¬ 
gram," said Joffe. "Whereas many cities limit 
service only to seniors and handicapped, our 
program serves all residents...Most residents of 
the city are unaware of what a bargain our sub¬ 
sidized paratransit services are. For example, 
while the average trip charge for Dial-A-Ride 
service is $3 to $4, citizens now pay only 25 
cents to 50 cents." 

The city currently has two sedans available 
though Duarte Taxi plus the nine-passenger and 
16-passenger vans owned by the city and operat¬ 
ed by the contractor, San Gabriel Transit. In 
addition. Foothill Area Community Services 
(FACS) vans are available for transport to medi¬ 
cal facilities and billed on an as-used basis. "The 
current ridership does not seem sufficient to 
justify such a large number of vehicles. About 
half the San Gabriel Transit ridership consists of 
children who use the vans for transportation from 
school to the afternoon Parks and Recreation Pro¬ 
gram," Joffe explained. 


The task force recommends that transit pro¬ 
viders who contract with the city of Sierra Madre 
must be required to maintain adequate insurance 
policies—$1 million per person and $3 million 
per accident. 

Joffe said that the number of providers 
should be shrunk from three to two, then reevalu¬ 
ate the two services in six to nine months to con¬ 
sider whether negotiating with, or going out for 
bid for a single provider for all services is neces¬ 
sary or desirable. Her committee believes that the 
contract of San Gabriel Transit should lapse in 
June, 1994. "Negotiate a one-year contract with 
Duarte Taxi, Inc. for sedan taxi service; continue 
the city’s contract with FACS for non-emergency 
transportation of regular, handicapped and/or 
wheelchair-bound citizens. Negotiate a separate 
contract with FACS to have their wheelchair-ac¬ 
commodating vans provide the same service as 
the taxi service." And, she suggested, provide for 
one dispatch service. 

Joffe also suggested raising the fare to $1 for 
seniors, children and handicapped with a voucher 
and to $2 for others. She also suggested, via her 
committee, that without a voucher, seniors, child¬ 
ren and the handicapped pay $2, and everyone 
else should pay $4. Reinstitute the voucher pay¬ 
ment system to bring costs in line with expenses, 
she said. 

Mayor Mary Ann MacGillivray said she felt 
that there is a need for a written statement con¬ 
cerning expenditures of Proposition A ftinds and 
that San Gabriel Transit "should not be cut off" 
until such time as all requirements asked of 
Herb’s Taxi are fulfilled. Councilman Gary Ad¬ 
ams made the motion that the council accept the 
mayor’s recommendation, adding that the recom¬ 
mendations of the Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) also be followed.

Dear Dr. Taml, 

My dog had Demodex mites as a puppy. Why 
do they get them and are they contagious? 

Demodex are a microscopic mite that 
normally Inhabits the hair follicles of dogs. 
Normally, the dog's Immune system keeps 
them from over populating and causing 
problems. In puppies their Immune systems 
are not fully mature and the mites can 
overgrow and cause patches of hair loss. It Is 
diagnosed by a skin scraping and observing 
the mites under the microscope. Usually they 
ate treated with a special dip or a tropical 
ointment if the lesions are small arid 
localized. Demodex mites are not contagious 
to non-neonates. It Is rate to see an adult dog 
develop skin lesions from Demodex mites 
without an underlying systemic disease 
suppressing its immune system.
